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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)),

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Claims 8 and 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 8 
and 9 recite the active inductor circuit as (!_'), where claims 8 and 9 depend from claim 1 
where the active inductor circuit is named as (L). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Campbell et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,256,991 ). 
Claim 1: 

Campbell et al. (best shown in Fig. 2) shows an active inductor circuit including 
first (- V2, Zin) and second inductor terminals (+ V2, Zin) for coupling to respective 
external terminals, the first and second inductor terminals being coupled to a first 
transconductance circuit (24; analogous to 14 in Fig. 1b), a second transconductance 
circuit (22; analogous to 12 in Fig. 1b) and a feedback circuit (26) included in the active 
inductor circuit, an output terminal of the first transconductance circuit (38) being 
coupled to an input terminal of the second transconductance circuit (34), an output 
terminal of the second transconductance circuit (32) being coupled to an input terminal 
of the first transconductance circuit via the feedback circuit (42), the active inductor 
circuit further including a capacitor (26 - Fig. 6) coupled between the output terminal of 
the first transconductance circuit (38) and the second inductor terminal (where capacitor 
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26 is coupled to the output 38 of first transconductance circuit 24 and between the 
second input terminal node shown as + V2 of input 34 of the second transconductance 
circuit). 
Claim 2: 

Where the first transconductance circuit (24) includes an inverter (col. 1, lines 47- 
49) and two resistors (64, 68 - Fig. 6). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3 - 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Leifso et al. shows an active inductor. 
Hayashi shows an active inductor. 
Kovner et al. shows a synthetic inductor. 
Hara shows an active inductor circuit.
